Luke's great experience resulted 


from his companionship with St. 
Paul In all it covered some 18 
years. Since Paul evidently did not 
have a rugged constitution Luke , 
most ha-.e been a welcomed ad- 
visor. Paul frequently spoke of his 
-islrnuties" of the Sesh. And there 
mas a warm friendship between 
them. Paul wrote of the "beloved 
ohysician" to the Colossians. and 
near the end of his life remarked 
"Luke atone is with me." 


Luke is best known as the author 


of the Gospel bearing his nany» 
His purpose was "to write an order- t 
ly account" of things that had taken j 
place and had been recorded. Evi- 
dently not all that hart been writ- 
ten satisfied Luke. He addressed his 
book to -most excellent Theophilus," 
very hkely a high Roman official 
who had become a Christian. The 
book was probably written after 70 
AX). The author had several sources 
from which he no doubt got the 
material for his biography of Jesus. 
The Gospel of Mark was written 
earner and fjifrp knew that book for 
he makes use of some of its con- 
tents. There were other sources for, 
as he said. "Many have undertaken 


to compile a narrativ*,- P»ul fur- 
nished information since "toe **fl at- 
tained much from the disciple* after 
his conversion. And, without doubt, 
the great apostle provided interpre- 
tations where that was required. 


Luke's style of writing is dear and 


sometimes poetic. His account of 
the birth of Jesus is an iuustratxm. 
Also, he gave much attention to 
the parables, of Jesus. He recorded 
more than any of the Gospel writers. 
Those best known are given in 
Luke's book. For instance: The 
Prodsgal Son, The Lost Sheep, the 
Good Samaritan, The Lost Colo. 
He served his Lord and all man- 
kind by preserving for all time these

Luke 1:1-4; Acts 1:1-2; 16:6-10 
Colossians 4:14 
Memory Verse; You shall receive 
power when the Holy Spirit has 
come upon you; and you shall be 
my witnesses in Jerusalem and in 
all Judea and Sam aria and to the 
end of the earth. Acts 18. 
How a man trained as a scientist 
served the cause of his Lord is 


shown in this lesson. We know com ­ 
paratively little about Luke apart 
from what can be learned from the 
two books of which he is the author. 
But th at is sufficient to portray a 
man who was physician, historian 
and evangelist. Luke wax a gentile. 
When and how he became a convert 
is not certain. He was an educated 
man; probably attended the U ni­ 
versity of Athens, or the one at 


Tarsus. There were several medical 
schools of wide reputation, one or 
perhaps more of which he attended 
It Is not known whether he prac­ 
ticed medicine, and how long, in a 
professional way, 
Luke's great experience resulted 
from his companionship with St 
Paul. In all It covered some 18 
years. Since Paul evidently did not 
have a rugged constitution Luke 
must have been a welcomed ad ­ 
visor. Paul frequently spoke of his 
"infirmities" of the flesh. And there 
was a 
warm 
friendship between 
them Paul wrote of the “beloved 
physician” to the Colossians, and 
near the end of his life remarked 
I “Luke alone is with me.” 


Luke is be?t known as the author ! 
of the Gospel bearing his name. 
His purpose was ‘‘to write an order­ 
ly account" of things that had taken 
place and had been recorded. Evi­ 
dently not all that had been writ­ 
ten satisfied Luke. He addressed his 
book to "most excellent Theophilus,” 
very likely a high Roman official 
who had become a Christian. The 
book was probably written after 70 
A D. The author had several sources 
from which he no doubt got the 
m aterial for his biography of Jesus 
The Gospel of Mark was written 
earlier and Luke knew that book for 
he makes use of some of Its con­ 
tents. There were other sources for, 
as he said. "Many have undertaken 


to compile a narrative." Paul fur­ 
nished information since he had ob­ 
tained much from ihe disciples after 
his conversion. And. without doubt, 
the great apostle provided interpre­ 
tations where that was required. 
Luke’s style of writing is clear and 
sometimes poetic. His account of 
the birth of Jesus is an illustration. 
Also, he gave much attention to 
the parables of Jesus. He recorded 
more than any of the Gospel writers. 
Those best known are given 
in 
Luke's 
book. 
For 
instance. 
The 
Prodigal Son, The Lost Sheep, the 
Good Sam aritan, The Lost Coin. 
He served his Lord and all m an­ 
kind by preserving for all time these

priceless 
gems of 
truth

of 
literature. He records 23 parables. 
Eighteen of them are found only 
in hif book. Trained student and 
analyst that Luke was. and inspired 
by God. he wrote a book not sur­ 
passed by any for value of content 
and b* ality of style. 
We sometimes forget that Luke 
also wrote The Acts of the Apostles. 
This is assumed because the book is 
dedicated to the same man as the 
Gospel and begins, “ In the first 
book. O Theophilus”—. There is also 
a sameness of literary st vie and ex­ 
pression. Luke was definitely a prrt 
of The Acts which is reveak I V hen 
in the 16th chapter he uses the 
pronoun "we" instead of “ they." 
Prom there on he frequently re­ 
lates experiences and personal ob­ 
servations. So, again he .-erYed his 
Lord, This time by recording the 
events and progress of the early 
church. A profitable way to read 
what Luke has written is to read his 
Gospel and then continue by reading 
the Acts. One then realizes what 
progress the apostles of Christ made 
in spreading the Good News that 
he brought to mankind. Luke the 


historian rendered invaluable serv- 


; ice.* 
A tieop sense of sympathy for the 
gnfertunite is felt in the writings 
of the physician and historian. As 
Illustrations 
of

recall 
such 
parablcs as the Good Samaritan 
and th.* Prodigal Son. It would be 
bate resting to know more than we 
do of Luke as a physician. But this 
we may assume that he combined 
the physical and the spiritual in

Luke, "The 
beloved phys:* lan," as Paul called 
him. served his Lord well.

I But O. R. Stites. an Oklahoma City 
lawyer who was a passenger, de- 
scribed the landing "as smooth as 
any I've ever seen." 


He gave this description: 


Passenger Sees Fire 


"I was sitting on the right side 


about two seats back of the wing 
when I noticed fire around the right 
inboard engine. I called the stew- 
ardesses and they went forward to 
tell the captain (Stanford). 


"He came back, took one quick 


look and told us to fasten our safety 
belts. Then he banked the plane to 
put the stress on the opposite wing 
and started down. I judged we were 
about 6,000 feet above ground then. 


"About halfway down the motor 


fell off." 


"No one talked at alL I guess they 


were too scared, just lite I was." 


Stites said the passengers "could 


feel the heat of the flames as we 
came into the wheat field." 


Another paassenger was W. C. 


(Bill) McPhail. general manager of 
the Colorado Springs, Colo., Skysox 
in the Western baseball league. 


"I don's know much about air- 


planes," McPhail said. "But I still 
don't see how the pilot ever got us 
down. When we landed, they threw 
ropes out the doors and out of an 
emergency door on the left side 
of the plane. 


Aged Woman Escapes 


"Most of the men jumped down, 


but the women slid down the ropes. 
One of the women, who said she was 
82, wrapped a magazine around the 
rope to protect her hands and did 
right on down. 


"It seemed that we had no sooner 


got out of the plane than the whole 
thing burst into flames."

The injured passenger was Miss 


Jesse Watts, Greensboro, N. C_. who 
skinned a leg sliding down a rope. 


Tlie plane was enrouce from Den- 


ver to Oklahoma City. The landing 
was made two miles from Hugoton 
in the extreme southwest comer of 
Kansas.

Hugoton. Ka*.. March 28 TP'—“The 
only sensible thing to do was land.” ; 
That was the only comment from 
, chief 
pilot 
Jack 
Stanford 
who 
helped land a flaming airliner with 
| 50 persons aboard In a wheat field 
Wednesday. 
Only one passenger was injured, 
j 
The Braniff airlines* DC-4 came 
; down with one of its four engines 
gone and a wing in flames. The 
landing was perfect. 
Minutes after the 45 passengers j 
and five crew members scurried out, 
flames consumed virtually the entire 
I plane. 
Neither Stanford nor co-pllot John 
Beak ley, both of Dallas, Tex., would 
take credit for an extraordinary Job. 
I They had little to say. 
But O. R Stites, an Oklahoma City 
lawyer who was a passenger, de­ 
scribed the landing “as smooth as 
any I ve ever seen." 
He gave this description; 
Passenger Sees Fire 
"I was sitting on the right side 
about two seats back of the wing 
when I noticed Are around the right 


I inboard engine. I called the stew ­ 
ardesses and they went forward to 
tell the captain (Stanford!. 
“He came back, took one quick 
look and told us to fasten our safety 
belts. Then he banked the plane to 
put the stress on the opposite wing 
and started down. I judged we were 
about 8.000 feet above ground then. 
“About halfway down the motor 
fell of! ” 
* No one talked at all. I guess they 
were too scared, Just like I was.* 
Stites said the passengers “could 
feel the heat of the flames as we 
came into the wheat field.” 
Another pa asse tiger was W. C. 
(Bill* McPhail. general manager of 
the Colorado Springs, Colo., Skyaox 
in the Western baseball league. 
“I don’t know much about air­ 
planes,” McPhail said “But I still 
don’t see how' the pilot ever got us 
down. When we landed, they threw 
ropes out the doors and out of an 
emergency* door on the left side 
of the plane. 
Aged W om an Escapes 
“Most of the men Jumped down, 
but the women slid down the ropes. 
One of the women, who said she was 
82. wrapped a magazine around the 
rope to protect her hands and f^id 
right on down. 
“It seemed that we had no sooner 
I got out of the plane than the whole 
1 thing burst into flames." 
The injured passenger was Miss 
Jesse Watts, Greensboro, N. C., who 
skinned a leg sliding down a rope 
H ie plane was enroute from Den­ 
ver to Oklahoma City. The landing 
was made two miles from Hugoton 
in the extreme southwest corner of 
Kansas.
